THE MARTHA WASHINGTON WINDOW 


A MEMORIAL OF SACRIFICE. 


The Martha Washington Window by virtue of its position is 
the window of sacrifice. [ts relation to the altar has been fixed by 
une moulding around the reredos which binds the altar, reredos and 
window together. The altar and cross symbolize the sacrifice of the 
Lamb of God and the benefits which humanity has received as a re- 
sult. The purpose of the window, remembering the relation which 
the Washington Memorial Chapel bears to the Nation and its his- 
tory, is to interpret that sacrifice and its benefits in terms of nationai 
significance. It is the message of the Cross to the American Nation. 


RELIGION 


THE CRUCIFIXION. 


The Crucifixion is therefore made the center of the window as 
that sacrifice is the source from which all the other subjects draw 
their significance. It gives coherence to all our plan and binds all 
the subjects together in one harmonious whole. Even the events of 
our Lord’s personal history must be viewed.from this center, for 
whatever other views of His Life and Ministry may be possible at 
iter times or in other places, here at Valley Forge it is His Sacri- 
fice and the Service through Sacrifice which must fill our minds. 
Moreover this must be the central thought of the Nation, whose 
ideal greatness can be attained only in service through. sacrifice. 


THE RESURRECTION. 


Above it is the Resurrection, the scene selected being that of 
the women leaving the tomb with the Easter message, of which they 
were the first evangelists. 


THE CONSECRATION. 


Below the Crucifixion is the Consecration, of which the purifica- 
tion, of baptism, is depicted. 


THE INCARNATION. 


The adwRation of the Holy Child represents the Incarnation, 
and below it is shown. : 


THE PENTECOST. 


Those waiting for the gift of the Holy Spirit represent all classes 
and all ages for the great gift is not to a favored few. 

These five subjects not only set forth the great events in the life 
of our Lord, but they also typify the ideal life of the true servant of 
God, who is born of God, consecrates his life to God, and by the 
sacrifice of self wins the victory of life and becomes a blessing by 
his spiritual power. 

It is this which makes this window such a fitting memorial of 
Martha Washington, whose sacrifice of self in the service of the na- 
tion brought the richest blessings to our people, as her religious life 
Lrought to her comfort and peace. 

The five openings in the window represent the five-fold inherit- 
ance of man—Religion, Institutions, Literature, Science and Art, 
and in these is set forth the reason of the Incarnation,“I am come that 
they might have life, and that they might have it more abundantly.” 

The upper openings are filled with the heavenly hosts, those 
angels who are ministering spirits and whose joy is to do Ane will of 
God. 


INSTITUTIONS 


THE FAMILY. 


The great institutions of human life are the Family, the Church 
and the State. The first is represented by the scenes “The Mar- 
riage at Cana,” and “Christ Blessing the Little Children.” The 
central medallion stands for the Church, whose philanthropic spirit 
is typified by Dorcas whose works of charity are being exhibited. 
Two scenes represent the Nation, “The Question of ee or 
man’s obligation to support the State, and “The Brotherhood,” 
Christ’s acknowledgment of the universal claims of brotheiogd:. 

All the subjects in this opening suggest her in whose memory 


the window is given. The story of her life is written in these scenes. 
Twice blest in marriage, her children were brought up in the love 
of God. A devout Christian, she was a member of the historic 
Church of which George Washington was vestryman and church 
warden. To the Nation she gave the best she had—her noble hus- 
band, and by her services at Valley Forge and other camps and in 
the capitals of the new Republic she showed her belief in the Gospel 
of Brotherhood. 


LITERATURE 


In the days of the earthly life of our Lord, Literature was com- 
prehended in the Law and the Prophets. His relation to 


THE LAW 


is represented in the familiar scene of Jesus in the Temple. While 
his relation to 
THE PROPHETS 


is set forth in the picture of his reading the Prophets in the Syna- 
gogue at Nazareth. 
THE GOSPEL. 


With our Lord began the new literature whose greatest classics 
are the Gospels, and whose new spirit is best seen in the Sermon on 
the Mount. The dominant notes of the new literature are Truth and 
Freedom, 


TRUTH. 


The first is represented by our Lord before Pilate, for to the 
dolorous question—What is Truth? Jesus Christ is the greatest 
answer. 


FREEDOM 


is typified by the Sabbath in the Wheat Field, when the hungry dis- 
ciples satisfied the demands of nature by breaking a bigoted inter- 
pretation of a great moral law. 

To Martha Washington the Law and the Prophets and _ the 
Gospel were the bulk of literature, and in their broad spirit of 
Truth and Freedom her life was lived. 


SCIENCE 


The Lord Jesus Christ opened to man the world of science, by 
bidding him go out into the world of nature without fear. His great 
miracles allay the fear in the heart of humanity. Terror in presence 
of some great force of nature is calmed, as that of His disciples was 
by 

THE CALMING OF THE STORM, 


by which He taught them and us that His care never ceases and 
His power is never exhausted. 

The fear of disease is removed when we know owt Lord’s power 
to bestow health, and this is shown in 


THE HEALING OF THE SICK. 


Of even the last great foe our Lord is the Conqueror, so His 
victory and ours is shown in 


THE RAISING OF LAZARUS. 


Every harvest field is a proclamation of this power, and our 
daily existence is based upon our Lord’s power to raise the dead. 
He is 


THE SOWER 


and all sowing proclaims the grest message of service through 
sacrifice. Finally in i 


FEEDING THE MULTITUDE 


we have the blessed declaration of b. th love and power represented 
by every harvest-field all the world over. 

As we behold these scenes and read their message we recall the 
woman whose ministry to the hungry, the sick and the dying at 
Valley Forge brought comfort, courage and peace.

The Lord Jesus Christ lias begn the artist’s greatest inspiration. 
ifere we see Him whose form and ii:caments the adoring artists 
strive to transfer to their canvases. Each canvas hangs from a 
cross, for the artist’s achievements <re measured by sacrifice. 


SCULPTURE 


Years ago the lintel of the Synagogue at VLapernaur was 
icund, and on it was carved the pot <f manna and Aaron’s rod. That 
simple sculpture became the Master’s theme, when He declared him- 
self the Bread of Life. In our picture Hie directs the attention of 
His disciples to the carving as they enter the Synagogue. 


ARCHITECTURE. 


The Martha Washington Window is the rich jewel, which the 
Pennsylvania Society of the Colonial Dames of America have set in 
the strong masonry of the Washington Memorial Chapel. That 
Chapel is itself a result of the inspiration of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. It is designed for His worship, built for His glory and 
set apart for His service to quicken the nation’s devotions. | What- 
ever is beautiful in it was inspired by Him and designed by an archi- 
tect who found ‘his inspiration not in pagan shrines, but in the 
churches of the living Christ. Built by faith through prayer, it stands 
to-day a gift of devotion and loving service. Therefore our last me- 
dallion pictures the Christ holding in his arm a model of that House 
of Prayer which the Colonial Dames have made more worthy by this 
great window given to the glory of Jesus Christ, in honor of Mar- 
tha Washintgon, His servant, whose greatest virtue was the service 
which she rendered to Her Saviour and to her Nation bv her life of 
self-sacrifice.
